FIVE MEN TO SELECT A PLAN OF 
REORGANIZATION. 


LEADING DEMOCRATS’ VIEWS. 


Practically Unanimous Belief That a 
New City Committee Is a 
Necessity. 


The State Committee has left the settle- 
gent of the question of reorganization of 
the city Democracy to a sub-committee 
composed of five members, namely, Chair- 
man Sam B. Cook of Mexico, Editor W. R. 
Painter of the Carrollton Democrat, who 
holds Virgil Conkling’s proxy; T. J. Ward 
and Thomas E. Barrett of St- Louis, and 
Thomas B. Love of Springfield. 

This sub-committee has the full power of 
the State Committee; that is, it has the au- 
thority to decide upon a plan of reorgani- 
gation and to put it into force in this city. 

The sub-committee will look into the sub- 
Sect with great deliberation, and will not 
act hastily in arriving at a conclusion. This 
is the most momentous question that has 
ever arisen in regard to the welfare of the 
Democracy of St. Louis, because the very 
foundations of the present organization are 
to. be changed in many respects. 

The sub-committee is not only hearing 
suggestions from city Democrats to-day, but 
the members of the sub-committee will call 
upon a number of prominent Democrats 
and advise with them privately. The ex- 
pressed desire is.to arrive at a precinct plan 
that will be fair and satisfactory. 


The sub-committee was called to order at 
10 o’clock Friday morning, ‘n Parlor B, at 
the Planters’ House, by Chairman Cook, 
Tom Barrett and Tom Ward, the two Bt. 
Louis members, were absent. The meeting 
Was open and any city Democrat was ad- 


mitted and allowed to give his views on re- 
organization. Only a few Democrats were 
present, however. 

Sterling P. Bond of the Jefferson Club 
was the first to offer suggestions. He 
spoke in favor of the people voting directly 
for precinct committeemen, who, in turn, 
could select Central Committeemen. Mr. 
Bond epoke against the present Ryan pri- 
mer law, saying that only a rich man 
could afford to run delegations now. 

‘Mr. Bond thought that precinct commit-. 
teemen would have to be elected under the 
gee primary law as the only legal way. 

e said that under the present system of 
party management the methods were not 
Only bad, but a number of the men jn con- 
trol were not up to the standard desired 
by the majority of the Democrats of the 
party. He believed a new plan of pre- 
cinct organization should be carried out 
“under a primary election around which 
should be placed the same safeguards that 
are found at regular State and city elec- 
tions. 

H. A. Hawes, acting as chairman of a 
committee from the Jefferson Club, gave 
the views of that organization as express- 
ed in resolutions. He said a precinct plan 
should be adopted, and the preeinct com- 
mitteemen should be elected by a direct 
vote of the people; then these precinct 
committeemen could assemble in conven- 
tion ‘and elect a man to represent a ward 
on an Advisory Board to act as the cen- 
tral body in the city. 

Mr. Hawes said no matter whether the 
present City Committee was guilty of the 
charges of inefficiency and incompetency 
or not, it had lost the confidence of the 
—. Under the present system, too, the 
entral Committeeman gave his fiat in a 
ward and anybody who opposed his boss- 
ism was sat upon. Public sentiment was 
arrayed against the present City Commit- 
tee, and it should be abolished and a new 
committee under a precinct plan be se- 
lected if any enthusiasm was to be ex- 
pected in the spring amet Pigg He thought 
2 new committee should be elected at 


Tom Cannon of the Jefferson Club said 
the party had no confidence in the present 
City Committee, and therefore it could not 
collect funds to run a campaign. He 
thought the party, as well as the City 
Committee, should be reorganized. 

Chairman Cook remarked that the State 
Committee only had the power to adopt 
@ plan, and the party in the chiy would 
have to elect the men wanted. 

Mr. Cannon replied that if the State 
C.mmittee would only give the city a pre- 
cinct plan to be carried out by direct vote, 
the people would turn out and elect good 


» nen. 


James W: Brown of the Nineteenth Ward 
said the Democracy would never carry St. 
Louis while the present primary law was 
in force, because the money could not he 
obtained to put up the delerations.

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BIG CLOTHING COMBINE. 


Manufacturers Representing $350,000,000 Form a 
National Association for the Benefit of Their Trade.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—After years of quiet but persistent effort the clothing 
manufacturers of the country have organized a combine, to be known as the 
National Clothiers’ Association. It wag born in this city Wednesday night at 
the Savoy Hotel. The manufacturers from every important trade center in thé 
country had been in conference several days and the competitive rivalry of 
years was buried in a scheme for combination, 

The officers elected are: Sam’! Rosenthal, Baltimore, President; Alfred Hock- 
stader of New York, Finst Vice-President; Adolph Nathan of Chicago, Second 
Vice-President, and Jacob Scheuer of Cincinnati, Treasurer, 

The importance of this new combination is revealed in the fact that the 
firms pledged to the scheme have an annual output representing $350,000,000. It 
is generally admitted that no gingle industry in this country employs more 
capital or labor than the manufacturers of clothing. 

The only avowed purposes of the combine are to do away with long credits, 
excessive dating and the cancellation af orders; to influence legislation in the 
interests of the trade in general, and to promote harmony where rabid com- 
retofore prevailed. According to the organizers it is to serve 
ard of Trade, so to speak, for the clothing industry. 

They assert with vehemence that pricag are not to be tampered with, and 
that each manufacturer will be at liberty, as heretofore, to conduct his busi- 
ness as he pleases. These gentlemen also say the association does not propose 
to take action in labor difficulties; but the effect of this assurance is somewhat 
marred by the character of debate among the manufacturers preceding the 
adoption of the constitution. The upshot was a decision to submit the constitu- 
tion to the clothing associations of each trade center for their views.

Committee had the right to call primaries

Chairman Cook asked why, if the State 
Committee had power to appoint a portion 
ofa City Demanittes. it couldn’t appoint an 
entirely new committee? 

Gov. Campbell replied that when the 
State Committee recognized a_i city 
committee it should put trust in the latter, 
and the City Committee would be the prop- 
er body to call the primaries. He would 
give the people a voice by allowing the en- 
larged City Committee to call primaries 
where precinet delegates would be sent te 
the next City Convention. 

Chairman Cook said the desire of the 
State Committee was to adopt a plan to 
give the people a chance to carry out @ 
reorganization, and intimated that the 
State Committee could go no further than 
to afford primaries to elect precinct com- 
mitteemen and thereby place the final re- 
sponsibility on ‘the party in St. Louis. 

Charles T. Noland did not agree with Or- 
ville Smith’s plan of allowing the present 
City Committee to remain as an advisory 
board; otherwise he agreed with Mr. Smith’s 
plan. Mr. Noland believed the present City 
Committee should be wiped out of existence. 
He was confident that the State Committee’s 
power was supreme in party affairs, and 
that it could legally call primaries for the 
election of precinct committeemen. He 
would have the people elect one committee- 
man in each precinct, then these 426 precinct 
committeemen in the city could meet and 
elect eighty-four men, three to a ward, to 
act as u Central Committee. A number of 
good men were in the present City Commit- 


\tee, and they might be elected to a new com- 


mittee, while the inefficient men would be 


weeded out, 

Joseph W. Falk, First Vice-President of 
the Jefferson Club, spoke ‘in favor of the 
State Committee’s calling primaries im- 
mediately for the election of precinct com- 
mitteemen. Such an election could be held 
and a new City Committee be at work within 
ten days or two weeks. R. T. Brownrigg of 
the Jefferson Club favored the same action. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:30 until 2 
o'clock p. m.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 22.—A bill 
of vital interest to every voter in the State 
of Missouri was introduced in the House 
this morning by Representative Bohart of 
Clinton County. It is an amendment to the 
corrupt practices act placed on the Siat- 
utes through the efforts of Congressman 
Cochran of St. Joseph, when he was a mem- 
ber of the State Senate four.years ago. 

Omitting the enactment clause the bill is 
as follows: ’ 


Sec. 4A—Any person entitled to vote at any 
élection in this State shall on the day of such 
election be entitied to absent himself from any 
services or employment in which he is then en- 
pogee or employed for a period of four hours 
tween the times ot opening and closing the 
lie; and such voter shall not, because of s0 
himself, be liable to any penalty, 
nor shall any reduction be made on account of 
such absence from his usual salary or wages. 
ovided, however, that his employer may spec- 
ify the hours during which such employe may 
absent himself as aforesaid. Any person or 
corporation who shall refuse to any employe 
the privilege hereby conferred, or shall dis- 
charge or threaten to discharge any employe 
for absenting himself from his work for the 
purpose of sald election or shall cause any em- 
Dloye to suffer any penalty or deduction of 
Wages because of the exercise of such privi- 
Bege, or wht shall directly or indirectly violate 
the provisions of this section, shall be deemed 
ility of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
ereof be fined in any sum not exceeding $500. 
Sec. 4B—It shall not be lawful for any cor-

held in this State, or procure or endeavor to 
procure the election of any person to a public 
office by the use of money belonging to such 
corporation, by the distribution of literature 
concerning any cuestion to be determined or at 
issue at such election, or concerning any can- 
didate for public office at such election, or by 
discharging or threatening to discharge any

Two Bills to Be COonsidered Next 
Wednesday Night.

JEFFBRSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 22.—Next 
Wednesday night has been set apart by the 
Committee om Internal Improvements for 


special consideration of the bill providing 
for a reduction in passenger rates on rail- 
roads. This is the same committee to which 
the fellow servant bill was rederred, and 
which made a favorable report. 

It is given cut that the meeting will be 
open, and that representatives of either side 
will be in attendance. This will have a 
tendency to enliven the meeting, and there 
may be a3 lively a time as there was at the 
fellow servant meeting last Wednesday 
night. Soon after the committee disposes 
of the passenger fare bill, the freight bill 
will be taken up. They were introduced 
separately. It is stated by the members 
who advocate the reduction that the rail- 
roads will concentrate all efforts to defeat 
the passage of the freight bill, considering 
it more important from their standpoint 
than the passenger reduction. 

There is a strong probability that the pas- 
senger bill will pass the House. One rea- 
son for arriving at this conclusion, so the 
members say, is the fact that cf all the nu- 
merous petitions sent in by the citizens of 
various counties, reference is made to the 
passenger rates, while nothing is said about 
freight. This oversight on the part of the 
petitioners, it is feared, may result in some 
of the members, probably willing enough, 
but indifferent, paying but little attention 
to the freight bill, on the theory that it is 
not so important as the reduction of passen- 
ger fares. 

Legislators who have made a study of the 
situaticn unite in saying that the freight 
bill is of equal, if not greater, importance 
to the people than the passenger bill. It

STATE AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


Recommendation for a Penitentiary 
Printing Office. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 2.—The 
State Auditing Committee submitted its re- 
port to the Legislature yesterday. The re- 


port is a voluminous document and is re- 
plete with statistics and suggestions. 

The Auditing Committee appointed during 
the administration of Gov. Stone is com- 
posed of ex-Senator Theodore Gash of Clay 
County, ex-Representative W. H. Odneal of 
Mercer County and ex-Representative Hen- 
ry S. Julian of Kansas City. 

One of the most striking features of the 
report is a recommendation that a State 
printing establishment be located and main- 
tained at the penitentiary for the purpose of 
doing State printing and publishing school 
text books. his suggestion has already at- 
tracted the attention of the Typographical 
Union in this city and will doubtless be acted 
upon by unions throughout the State. It is 
not believed that the plan will ever mate- 
rialize. 

All of the State officers are complimented 
for the manner in which their records are 
kept. However, it is recommended that 
stricter attention be paid to itemizing ex- 
pénse accounts. 

A change is recommended: in the date of 
the beginning of the fiscal year, and it is 
suggested that it date from July 1 to June 30. 

The committee recommends that the grain 
inspection department be separated from 
the office of Railroad Commissioners, leav- 
ing the appointment to the Governor. 

Relative to the subject of criminal costs 
the committee finds this item to be excessive 
and recommends that radical measures be 
taken for reduction.

NN THE SENATE 


PREMATURE DISCUSSION OF GOV- 
ERNMENTAL MATTERS. 


ARBITRATION TREATY SPRUNG. 


Sherman in Reply to Turpie Says He 
Has No Cuban Agreement 
With Olney. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—A number of 
letters, somé favorable and others unfav- 
orable, to the Anglo-American peace treaty 
were presented in the Senate to-day by Mr. 
Cullom, 

After this Mr. Turpie (Dem.) of Indiana 
surprised the Senate with a very caustic 
statement as to the Cuban situation. He 
said he would, on Monday next, call up the 
pending Cameron resolution, for the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, for the purpose of mak- 
ing some remarks. About three weeks 
ago, he proceeded, there appeared a formal 
utterance from the Secretary of State in 
the newspapers relative to the Cuban reso- 
lution. At that time there was no resolu- 
tion before the Senate. Under such cir- 
cumstances the Secretary’s utterance was 
obiter dictum of the most rude, most swift, 
most voluntary character. It recalled the 
schooimaster of antiquity who caused a 
whole audience to tremble with a threat of 


future displeasure. But the Senate might 
have passed this by. To-day, however, 
continued Mr. Turpie, a publication ap- 
pearedsin the newspapers—who had appar- 
ently become the messengers between the 
State Department and Congress, and mes- 
sengers whom the Senator did not dispar- 
age—to the effect that a compact had been 
entered into between the Secretary of State 
and the new Premier (Mr. Sherman) by 
which there was to be no further action on 
Cuba during the present administration. 

“Allow meé to say,’’ proceeded Mr. Tur- 
pie, ‘“‘that I regard such a course as a vio- 
lation of the comity existing between leg- 
islative and executive branches of the Gov- 
ernment. It has been done only once be- 
fore, when Mr. Canning——’”’ 

Mr. Sherman rose at this moment, whilt 
Mr. Turpie’s reference to the Canning inci- 
dent was unfinished and said: 

“If the Senator refers to a publication to- 
day, I will say there is not the slightest 
warrant for the statement made. I have 
not had a word with Mr. Olney on that sub- 
ject and there has been no mention of an 
agreement of understanding. 

Mr. Turpie said he was giad to accept this 
disavowal, but he felt the Senate should do 
something to dissipate such reports. 

“Whatever the differences may be as to 
the independence of Cuba,’’ concluded Mr. 
Turpie, “I think every Senator here favors 
independence of the Senate."’ 


This incident: had hardly been concluded, 
when it was followed by a genuine sensa- 
tion, in the form of a discussion of the new 
Anglo-American peace treaty, notwith- 
standing the rule of referring to treaties 
only in executive sess'‘on. 

It brought out statements from Mr. Sher- 
man, Mr. Cullom, Mr. Lodge and Mr. Gray, 
members of the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, and from many other Senators. 

Mr. Hoar precipitated the discussion. In 
presenting a petition from a Chamber of 
Commerce favoring the speedy ratification 
of the treaty, the Massachusetts Senator 
added some observations on the public pres- 
sure on the Senate. A great many promi- 
nent men and organizations were telegraph- 
ing and writing to him urging immediate 
action on the treaty. 

“I suppose there is no man in this body,” 
proceeded Mr. Hoar, ‘“‘who does not hail as 
one cé& the great events of the century the 
conclusion of this treaty. But it should not 
be forgotten that the treaty was not an ae- 
complished fact until the Senate had ex- 
amined and passed upon it.”’ 

The Senate had not yet acted and in his 
— it was very poor diplomacy to 
1ave tthese heated utterances directed to 
Senators, telling them they should act at 
once. What if it should turn out that there 
was some intended advantage to England 
or disadvantage to the United States in the 
treaty which both parties would correct? 
In that case when Mr. Olney suggested a 
change was it wise to arm Lord Salisbury 
with the reply that the American public had 
expressed its opinion favorable to 'the treaty 
as it was? 

“While no man is more desirous than my- 
self to see the era of peace on earth and 
good will toward men,’ added Mr. Hoar, 
‘vet I wish to enter my protest against the 
meddling with the serious duty of Senators, 
either by sermons, or professors or lectur- 


ers. 

By this time the galleries had filled, Sen- 
ators had come in from the cloak-rooms 
and there was intense interest in the dis- 
cussion.

The time has come 
when the nations of the world should turn 
their attention to the settlement of differ- 
ences by peaceful methods instead of a re- 
sort to war.”’ 

At the same time, Mr. Sherman said, the 
ttreaty was one involving such grave consid- 
erations that it should have the most care- 
ful, mature and dispassionate consideration. 
That was the present purpose of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and the mem- 
bers of that committee were able to take up 
the treaty and consider it article by article 
with the greatest care. It would not be 
proper, said Mr. Sherman, for him to say 
what the result would be, even if he knew, 
But it was certain that the committee would 
proceed with all speed compatible with the 
interests involved. There was no purpose (to 
postpone or delay action. 

“Albout how long has ‘tthe consideration of 
the subject proceeded between the Secre- 
tary of State and Lord Salisbury ?’’ inquired 
Mr. Allison (Rep.) of lowa. - 

‘Certainly for a year, if not longer,” an- 
swered Mr. Sherman. “Mr. Gresham took 
an active part in the early negotiations.” 

Mr. Hoar further explained that the ques- 
tion had been up in one form or another for 
twenty years. Mr. Gladstone had made a 
speech on it in the House of Commons 
twenty-five years ago. A delegation came 
from England ten years ago bearing a re- 
quest from a majority of the members of 
Parliament favorable to arbitration. The 
delegation was entertained in Boston and 
there was favorable response to their effort 
throughout this country.

BUSINESS MEN OBJECT. 


Think the Recorder’s Fees Should Not 
Be Increased. 


The effort on the part of Recorder of 
Deeds Lewis and his employes to secure 
the passage by the Legislature of Senator 
Mott’s bill relative to that office, has 


aroused the business men who do a time 

payment business and hence use a large 

rgd of mortgages, to vigorous opposi- 
on. 

The very reason urged by Mr. Lewis for 
the passage of the bil! is held by those op- 
posed to it to be one of the strongest rea- 
sons for beating it. 

But since the passage of the present law, 
which went into effect in,June, 1895, the 
fees from the Recorder's office have been 
dropping off. Instead of the old surplus of 
$6,000 or more, Mr. Lewis found himself 
running behind a trifle, and this despite the 
fact that a number of clerks had been let 
out because there was not enough work to 


do. 

Mr. Lewis ascribes the falling off to the 
new law. This increa‘te permits the filing, 
as well as the recording, of the mortgage. 
The same purpose is served in either case, 
but while it costs but 10 cents to file, it 
— an average of $1.40 to record. 

he Recorder pointed to the 18,040 mort- 
gages filed at 10 cents a mortgage, and then 
figured what they would have brought at 
$1.40 apiece. There is a difference of $25,- 
000 right here. . 

When a mortgage is filed, a copy of the 
original is «imply stuck in a pigeon hole. 
When it is recorded, it is spread in €ull on 
the record, This takes the time of many 
clerks, who have to be paid for their work. 

Now the business men want to know who 
pays these men and why they should be 
paid if their services are not needed. The 
present law permits a man to file or re- 
cord, as he sees fit, and the fact that there 
were 18,000 mortgages filed shows that a 
great many saw fit to take advantage of 
the least expensive way. 

The new bill would force them to record 
everything, even if it were only a $5 mort- 
gage, on an old stone, if they wanted pro- 
tection. 

The money for these fees really comes out 
of the poor people. Rich people do not buy 
on time or borrow on personal property. 
The cost of this recerding fee would be 
naturally added by the mortgagor to the 
price of the goods sold or to the money 
borrowed, and the mortgagee would put up 
for it in the end. 

It is also maintained by the opponents of 
the bill that the filing system has led to 
greater security to legitimate merchants. 
Under the old system, which is practically 
what Mr. Mott's bill offers, the price of re- 
cording kept many dealers from taking this 
step with small transactions. They pre- 
ferred to take chances and oftentimes prop- 
erty sold on time payment was disposed of 
to money sharks, without their being able 
to have any recourse. 

Under the present law, where the expense 
is but 10 cents all mortgages are ‘filed and 
the sum is so small that the business man 
instead of the poor man pays it. 

As expained in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch 
the purpose of the bill is to-put more work 
into the Recorder’s office and make it nec- 
essary to hire more clerks, thus increasing 
the patronage of the office.

WALTER K. FREEMAN, NOW ON 
TRIAL IN NEW YORE. 


HE CHARGES A CONSPIRACY. 


Says Millionaires Want Him Impris- 
oned That They May Get His 
Valuable Electric Patent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Walter K. Freeman 
is on trial in Justice Smith’s court for an 
offense against Sarah E. Work, and the 
case promises to become one of the most 
sensational on record. This is not because 
of the main issue, but because of the 
assertion that the charge is brought 
as the result of a conspiracy on the part 
of a lot of rich men to put Freeman out 
of the way that they may get control of a 


valuable plant. 

The Westinghouse Electric Co. is directly 
interested, because the conviction and im- 
prisonment of Freeman meamrs the discon- 
tinuance of a suit he has brought against 
this great and wealthy corporation, while 
his acquittal may result in the prosecution 
of several officers and employes of the same 
concern for criminal, conspiracy. 


Briefly told, the history of the Freeman 
case is this: Walter K. Freeman is an ex- 
pert electrician, whose reputation, in his 
profession, is national. He has a suit 
against the Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany that involves its principal patent, the 
transformer changing a high potential to a 
low potential current, which is the present 


system of electric lighting in use by nearly 
every electric manufacturing company. in 
the country. 

Freeman was convicted in the Court of 
General Sessions, before Judge Joseph E. 
Newberger, of rat Pe in the second degree, 
on Sarah E. Work in January, 1894, as al- 
leged, when she was under 18 years of age, 
the age of consent, and was sentenced to 
ten years at hard labor, this being the ex- 
treme penalty for the offense, administered 
by Judge Newberger in spite of the fact 
that the jury brought in the verdict of 
guilty with a strong recommendation for 
mercy, that strong pressure outside of the 
jury was brought to bear on the Judge, and 
that no pretense was made that the alleged 
victim of the crime had been a pure wom- 
an before the allgged:offense. Sarah Work 
and her mother were against Freeman; her 
sister, Anna Ward, the actress, and her 
father were strongly in his favor. 

Judge Newburger is said to have been a 
boon companion of Freeman at one time, 
though a quarrel some years ago made 
them bitter enemies, The judge strenuous- 
ly asserts, however, he never saw Free- 
man, to know him, before he was brought 
into court for trial. 


Freeman's defense was an alibi. He said 
that he was not in New York when the 
crime was alleged to have been committed, 
and he brought half a dozen. witnesses on 
his first trial to prove that he left New 
York on Jan. 3, 1894, visiting several places 
in the West, and not returning until Jan. 
20. He was convicted on the testimony of 
the alleged victim of his crime. Sarah E. 
Work, a girl who admitted on trial that 
she had been a bad girl since her 14th year; 
Alice Ward, a colored serving maid, who 
was in the employ of Sarah Work’s moth- 
er, a Spiritualistic medium, and John B. 
Perry, an employe of the Westinghoure 
company, who has been tried in the courts 
for grand larceny, and has been shown to 
be a bad character. 

Freeman’s first lawyer displayed such 
apathy as to excite suspicion and a second 
lawyer procured a new trial, Freeman’s as- 
sertions that a conspiracy existed led others 
to investigate, with the result that they be- 
lieve him a victim, as he alleges. The So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Crime is tak- 
ing a hand inthe matter, also in Freeman's 
interest. 

The Works formerly lived at Memphis, 
Mo., and in yesterday’s proceedings this 
fact was brought out. Sarah E. Work was 
on the stand for the prosecution. The 
whole matter hinges on her age at the time 
of the assault. As to the fact of the as- 
sault she unblushingly admitted that Free- 
man was guilty with her sister and her- 
self. She did not mention the alleged as- 
sault until six months after ft had taken 
place. She said that she and Actor Walton 
occupied the same room in Thirty-sixth 
street until her brother, who lived in Mis- 
souri, came to New York and took her 
away from the place. 


The girl's father, Winfield 8S. Work, said 
Sarah was born in Memphis, Mo., in April, 
1879. He said he had received a letter from 
Undertaker H. D. Wellington of Memphis, 
Mo., who said he had made a mistake in re- 
gard to Sarah’s age; that she was a year 
older than he thought and that it would 
be unjust to allow Freeman to be sent to 
prison through this mistake. 

Wellington said Freeman had gone to 
Memphis, Mo., on October 17, 1894, and rep- 
resented himself as a New York lawyer 
who had important business to attend to 
for the Work family. He asked about the 
date of the children’s birth, procured two 
letters received from Work and asked per- 
mission to take the account book to the 
Court-house and have a notary put his 
stamp on it. Mr. Weilington never saw 
iither Freeman or the book again.

TAXING STREET RAILROADS. 

Chairman Ward of the Ways and Means 
Committee has introduced a Dill in the 
House, at Jefferson City, which embodies 
the suggestion recently made by the Post- 
Dispatch regarding the assessment of 
street railroad property. It provides for 
the more uniform assessment and taxa- 
tion of street railroads in cities having 
100,000 inhabitants or over, thus making it 
applicable to St. Louis and Kansas City 
only. 

The Post-Dispatch thinks that the 
scope of the law might properly be broad- 
ened, so as to include all street railroads 
in the State operated by cable or elec- 
tricity, But, if passed in its present form, 
it will remedy one of the grossest in- 
equalities in taxation that now exists in 
Missouri. 

No kind of property has increased so 
greatly in value during the last ten or 
fifteen years as that of the street railway 
companies. Much the larger part of this 
increase of value comes from the market 
valuation placed upon franchises which 
were obtained by the companies as a free 
gift or for trifling compensation, and for 
which they make practically no equiva- 
lent return in the way of taxation. 

Nor has the limit of their value been 
reached. The shrewdest among the large 
capitalists of this country and Europe are 
eagerly seeking opportunities for invest- 
ments in street and suburban railways. 
Within twenty years—probably within 
ten years—all the territory within ten or 
twenty miles of the lamge cities will be 
ramified by electric ca® lines, and all 
cities and towns lying close together will 
be connected by them. Vast fortunes 
have already been made by exploiting 
street railway property, and they are still 
being made. 

There is no property, therefore, that can 
with greater propriety be called upon to 
pay its full share of public taxation than 
these properties, which are created. by 
public franchises and which have en- 
riched and are enriching their owners, 
Yet it is notorious that they practically 
escape taxation, and nowhere is this 
more conspicuous than'in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

The effect of Representative Ward’s 
bill will be to make street railways sub- 
ject to assessment and taxation in the 
same manner as other railroad property 
in the State. Its assessment will be finally 
fixed by the State Board of Equalization, 
ag in the case of steam railroads, and the 
result would be an imimediate and large 
increase of the public revenues in both 
cities, = 


JOHN GRANT OF TEXAS. P 

The country at large has been thirsting 
for several days to know more concerning 
one John Grant of Texas. The first the 
country at large heard of John Grant was 
the announcement that a delegation of 
Texas Republicans had gone to Canton to 
urge him for a Cabinet place. Since then, 
like Oliver Twist, we have all been cry- 
ing for more. 

And now we haveit. Accompanying the 
Canton pilgrims was a printed memorial 
identifying the candidate. The descrip- 
tion is so complete in detail that space 
will not permit its reproduction in full, 
But here is ‘a specimen extract: 

He possesses all the attributes of great- 
ness. A born leader of the people, and one 
they delight to follow, because his heart is 
with them, and neither inducement nor 
danger will drive him from the line along 
which duty les. 

There you have the form and likeness 
of the man, “A born leader of the people’’. 
whom the people of Texas have refused 
to follow. Clearly a case of misunder- 
standing like that recently described by 
a Washington correspondent who said 
that ‘‘the real leaders’’ in the Senate 
wanted to adopt the arbitration treaty at 
once, but “the smaller men” would not 
allow it. People who cannot understand 
how ‘“‘born leaders” or “‘real leaders” fal] 
to lead must allow something for meta- 
phor. 

Now, what has John Grant done? His 
memorial says: 

It was he who pierced ‘the gloom of Texas; 
broke down the barriers between political 
serfdom and emancipation, and led the Re- 
publican hosts into the clear light of day. 
It was he, who, like the magnet, drew the 
scattered fragments into one and made the 
thing of weakness a tower of strength. 

“The Republican host of Texas’’ is 
gifted with marvelous eyesight if, buried 
under a mountainous majority, it can 
still see “the clear light of day.” Perhaps

“At present the schools are at the mercy of 
the Book Trust. Text books are adopted 
on the recomméndation of the Course of 
Study Committee, the members of which 
are often incompetent to judge of their 
merits. 

“The superintendent is the adviser of the 
committee. The way it works is this: The 
agent of a book concern which wants to in- 
troduce its books approaches certain mem- 
bers and gets their support. The superin- 
tendent is asked for an opinion. He has 
none at first. When one after another of 
the members express themselves in favor of 
the proposed new text book and he realizes 
that a majority desire it, he recommends it. 

hy? ‘Because he is the creature of the 
Board which made and can unmake him 
at will, He cannot afford te run counter 
to the wishes of the Board. 

“I do not refer to Prof. Soldan. I be- 
lieve he is a strong man. But the system 
makes these things possible in the future 
as in the past. The public does not know 
the tax payers are squeezed and the effi- 
ciency of the schools impaired by the adop- 
tion of costly and inferior text 

“Every one is aware of the extortionate 


prices of school books. Take the arithme- 
tic, for instance. The price is 2% cents, 
and the cost of publishing about 8 cents. It 
is so with every other book in use. With an | 
assured enormous circulation on its adop-. 
tion by any public school system, the prices 
are extravagantly high when compared 
with other books whose sale depends on 
their merits. 

“There is a big ft in school books, 
hardly second to fat building contracts. 
The agent of a book concern does nee to 
the superintendent at first. He works on ' 
the members, and by the time he has used 
his ‘influence’ on enough to secure the adop- 
tion of a text book, the members them- 
selves do the talking to the superintend- 
ent, and, as stated, he can only recommend 
when he sees that the board, or a majority 
of it, is already convinced. 

“There ts no room to doubt either that 
text pooks have been adopted by the use of 
influence or that the board has been im- 
properly advised. 

‘The dropping of bookkeeping from. the 
higher grades of the district schools affords 
an example of the methods of the agent. 
There is hardly a boy who Is not benefited 
by an elementary knowledge of Ag a 
ing. No matter what he is intended for in 
business or professional life, if he intends 
to help h’s father run a small coal yard 
or a corner grocery or hecome a physician 
or a lawyer, a knowledge of bookkeeping 
is bound to be of practical use to him. But 
the concern which furnished the text books 
sent no agent here to influence members, 
and in consequence bookkeeping was 
dropped in the grammar schools without any 
reason being given. 

“On the other hand, drawing was adopt- 
ed. Not only is it safe to say that not 
one boy in ten thousand ever expects to 
make his living by drawing, but the study. 
is not even of any practical use to the same 
proportion. But the agent of the concern 
which supplies the material for Craving is | 
often here and drawing is kept up against 
the judgment of the teachers. 

“Then there are all kinds of extraneous 
studies and text books in use which are of 
no use to anyone. Among these are the 
supplementary readers. ey are useless 
because they contain only the same matter 
as the standard readers in different form.

“Every school was furnished with a Web- 
ster’s unabridged dictionary, one copy to 
each floor. st year every school was 
again furnished at a large expense with an 
equal supply of a new dictionary, a big 
affair in four volumes, which is wholly 
useless and extraneous.

DR. STARKLOFF IS IN FAVOR OF 
DRASTIC MEASURES. 


EXPECTS TO CAUSE TROUBLE. 


The Health Commissioner Will Rec- 
ommend That Pulmonary Tuber- 
culosis Be Classed as Infectious. 


a 


Health Commissioner  Starkloff will 
Frecommend at the next meeting of the 
Board of Health official recognition of pul- 
monary tuberculosis, or consumption, as 
an infectious disease. 

When this is done it will be possible to 
Tequire all physicians who attend private 
patients, as well as the public institutions, 
to make a prompt report of every case that 
comes officially to their attention. 

The Health Commissioner has long been 
@ stanch supporter of this theory and has 
collected considerable data to support his 
position. He will suggest action similar to 
that recently taken by the Health Depart- 
ment of New York. Consumption will then 
be placed on the same basis as diphtheria, 
ecariet fever and other communicable dis: 
eases. 

For several years Dr. Starkloff has close- 
ly studied the infectious properties of tu- 
berculosis and has made several attempts 
to educate the people to a consciousness of 
the danger aitending close continued asso- 
ciation with a gap gg The mode of 
communication is mainly from the dried 
aputa from invalids. he germs in the 
eputa are carried into the air by sweepings, 
or deposited upon walls or contents of 
rooms, and find their way into the lungs. 
These germs, or bacilli tuberculosis, huve 
been thoroughly studied, and repeated suc- 
cessful inoculations have been performed 
on lower animals. Dust from private houses 
where consumptives lived, when mixed with 
aterilized boulllon and injected into ani- 
mais. has given similar resulta. 

The Board of Health has repeatedly ad- 
vised none tq sieep in the same room with 
a consumptive, or in a’ room that has been 
occupied by such an tnvalid unless it haw 
been previously fumigated with sulphur. 

The St. Louls Board of Health will not 
be able to go #0 far as the New York de- 
partment in the treatment and suppression 
of the disease, but what power it lacks the 
City Council will be asked to aupply. With 
the Board's official recognition it will be 
imperative on the physicians to make re. 
ports of all cases, and their location will be 
carefully noted, The Health Commiasioner 
is now preparing an ordinance to be sub- 
mitted to the Counctl investing him with 
the power to take charge of all infectious 
diseases, tO quarantine them and to take 
what steps be deems necessary. This, 
though sweeping in ite character, is aimed 
e ly, at pulmonary consumption.

and full power from the city to act in the 


premises, Dr. Starkloff believes the board 
will be able to successfully prevent its 
spread. he death rate will be lowered, he 
thinks, as many sufferers now not receiving 
proper treatment will be benefited. It is 
approximately estimated tha? nearly one- 
half of consumptive patients in St. Louis 
die of the disease. 

Just what steps the board will take to 
isolate the disease have not been determined, 
but every precaution conducive to the pub- 
lic health will be taken. 

“The people will have to be educated to 
it,” said the Health Commissioner, ‘and 
some disaffection may be expected at firs*. 
Science has proven a danger exists and it is 
our duty to protect the public. The disease 
is claiming new victims every day simply 
because the danger is not recognized and no 

recautions are taken. Many will no* be- 
lieve it is infectious, but Instances can be 
cited where whole villages have been wiped 
out by its ravages. A hamlet in a climate 
supposed to have a beneficial influence on 
consumptives is soon overrun with invalids. 
The inhabitan‘s are woe and sooner or 
later they are victims of tuberculosis. But I 
belleve if we are successful in getting the 
measures we desire not only will many 
cures be effected, but a large quota of our 
consumptive population will leave he city. 

‘There is a deep-seated ——— against 
treating the disease as in the case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria, and some people*would 
rather leave than be quarantined or submit 
to whatever other stringent regulations that 
may be imposed. I look forward to a gen- 
eral exodus of ulmonary tuberculosis 
patients from New York and St. Louls when 
the law becomes active. 

‘The other large cities of the country wll 
soon ‘be forced to follow our example. The 
utmost care should be taken to destroy the 
expectoration of the consumptive while liv- 
ing, and every precaution should ‘be adopted 
in case of death. I regard the most effective 
means against consumption is the educa“on 
of the public ‘that the rope. lies in the 
sputum and that the dry dust. from this 
sputum is the most active agent in spread- 
ing the disease.’’

ENTITLED TO EXPOSITION PROF- 
ITS IN EXCESS OF 8 PER CENT. 


PRES. BOYD’S $5,000 SALARY. 


Board of Directors Have Never Had 
Occasion to Turn Any Money 
Over to the City. 


The St. Louis Exposition and Music Hall 
Association met Tuesday and voted Presi- 
dent T. B. Boyd a salary of $5,000 per year. 

The ordinance vacating Missouri Park to 
the associatigh without compensation lim- 
ited the profits of the association to 10 per 
cent of the capital stock, Of this 2 per cent 
was to go to the city. 

By an apparent oversight it, however, set 
no limit to the salaries which might be paid 
to real or ostensible officers. 

The city has never received its 2 per cent 
or any part thereof. 

The determined opposition of the associa-

Nobody about the City Hall seems to 
know whether the earnings of. the Exposi- 
tion have ever exceeded 8 per cent or not, 
but it is certain that if there was any ex- 
cess it was not paid into the City Treasury. 

A city official said Thursday: “I don’t 
know whether there is a pressing need for 
opening Locust street through the Expo- 
sition, but the Exposition folks should not 
get obstreperous. They have done much for 
the city, but the city has done much for 
them. It gave them M'ssouri Park, which it 
ought never to have done. 

“The city was to receive the 
earnings over 8 per cent and under 10 per 
cent on the capital stock, It has never re. 
ceived a cent: Im the face of that the asso- 
ciation is voting its officers fat salaries. 
Just a day or two,ago President Boyd was 
voted $5,000 a year. I do not say that is the 
intention, but by gradually establishing a 
lot of salaried officers, the intent of the re- 
striction could be defeated. It does not 
seem to me that the duties of the President 
of an association which does business only 
one month in the year can be 80 very ardu- 
ous. 


‘The gentlemen in the Exposition Associa- 
tion are public spirited, but they obtain a 
reasonable interest on their investment and 
perhaps do no more for the city than a 
great many other business men who do their 
work quietly and without display. 

“If the opening of Locust street is a pub- 
lic necessity these men have a chance to 
prove their unselfishness by making some 
little sacrifice. 

“It certainly seems’to me that the Ex- 
position should be so managed as to pro- 
duce some revenue to the city in return for 
its abandonment of Mis*ouri Park.” 

Comptroller Isaac H. Sturgeon spoke very 
guardedly when asked about the matter, 

“No,” he said, “the Association has never 
I do not suppose it 
has ever made as much as 8 per cent. If 


| it should at any tyme do so, the excess would 


probably be turned into repa'rs and improve- 
ments. I do not think it was the purpose 
of the city to derive any profits under the 
arrangement. The clause was simply in- 
serted in the ordinance to act as a check 
and prevent the Exposition from becoming a 
money-making concern. 

‘The gentlemen in the Association are too 
public spirited to try to gain anything by 
dodging their obligations to the city.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


Building Trades Council Wants an En- 
forcing Act Passed. 


The Building Trades Council is demand- 
ing that the General Assembly adopt an 
eight hour law to govern all contracts for 
public work. At the meeting of the Council 
Wednesday night, the following preamble 
and resolutions were adopted: 


Whereas, The welfare of the great State 
of Missouri depends greatly upon the pros- 
erity of the farmer, the mechanic and the 
aborer, the fountain head of all wealth,

Whereas, The daily increase of labor-sav- 
ing inventions deprives thousands of honest 
workers of the opportunity of making a 
livelihood, and tends to decrease the wages 
of those so fortunate ag to be employed,

Whereas,’ No po - are so oy 
to the masses of working men, 
to our grand State and detrimental to its 
welfare and good name, ae these so-called 
strikes or iy aig = public work in large 
cities. Therefore, be 
Resolved, That the Building Trades Coun- 
cil of St. Louis and vicinity earnestly rec- 
ommend to the Honorable General Assem- 
bly of the State of Missouri the passage of 
an act to regulate public work in cities that 
now have or may hereafter attain a popula- 
tion of 100,000 inhabitants or over, b the 
passage of an act to effectuate e.ght hours 
as a lawful day’s work, and efficient legie- 
lation to effectually prevent delays and 
strikes on public work. 

In accordance with instructions from the 
council, Secretary . W. S8teinbiss has 
drafted a b.ll to be presented to the Legis- 
lature, incorporating the substance of the 
resolutions. The draft of the bill provides 
a fine of from $100 to $1,000 to be mposed 
upon public officers who fail to enforce its 
provisions, and upon contractors violating 
them. The latter are also to forfeit their 
-ontracts. 
Ot course. we have the eight hour day 
now,” said Mr. Steinbiss to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “but there is no provision 
for its enforcement.
